This has heen due to the fact that the natiorial revenues have 
feiled t6 meet the extraordinary charges for interesf onthe debt, pensions, 
re-establishment of soldiers, and the heavy deficits on the national railways. 
The time had come when a halt had to be called to further increases in the 
debt unless it was to'-\become a monster which would finally bring the Do- 
minion to bankruptcy. « Reduction in expenditures had to be insisted upon, 
and heavier taxation had to be imposed, but imposed in- stich a way as not. to 
seriously interfere with business and the development of the country.

finance minister appears tovhave taken a_leaf out of the books of. British ; 
~ ministers. . Reductions in expenditure in many departments of government 
were notd in the Estimates, and even these were, further reduced in the}

atinounces the-imposition of increased taxation. There are, certain. reduc- 
tions in Customs dutiés, principally by way of increases in the British prefer- 
ential tariff, and there is a removal of a number of restrictions to trade which 
should prove beneficial all round, but from a. revenue standpoint these reduc- 
{ions are more than offset by increased taxation in other ways. 

‘It is in the form of raising this additional revenue that Mr. Fielding is 
following the example of British ministers. The much needed new revenue 
is to come from heavier taxation on luxuries, and upon transactions carried 
through by men and corporations of Jarger means and wealth.

Of course, there will be crificism from all these quarters, and already 
associations representing this and that particular interest are demanding re-; 
consideration by the Government of this and that tax. It must be recogniz- 
ed, however, that the Federal Government must obtain larger revenues. 
Canada dare not go on adding additional millions-to the national debt every 
year. To do so would be to commit national suiéide, because it would not be 
long before an éver-mounting debt would eat up the entire revenue in interest 
charges alone. : :

Juxuries, or who are in a position to issue large. cheques. where the average 
man issues only small ones or none at all, should be’ called upon to pay. _ It
